Our Observations Editor, James Earl Comfort, reports that these have been exceptionally fine 
seasons bot: from the standpoint of variety of species observed and the number of rare bird finds. 
This is particularly true with regard to shore birds, twenty six species of which had been recorded 


by October 11. 


By September | Kurt Wesseling, Jr., Jack Van Benthuysen and James Earl Comfort 


had already recorded over 200 species of birds each, in the St. Louis region. 


Among the best finds in the shorebird group 
weie ruddy turnstone, northern phalarope, wes- 
tern willet, white-rumped sandpiper, red-backed 
sandpiper, buff-breasted sandpiper, sanderling, 
and western sandpiper.

Four northern phalaropes in breeding plum- 
age were first reported by Jim Jackson and 
Jack Van Benthuysen at Creve Coeur on May 
25, a date of importance because it appears 
that this is the first spring record of this species 
in the St. Lovis area, and perhaps in Missouri.
